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My  friends,  we  bring  you  not  to-day  our  usual  annual  report,  but 
intend,  rather,  giving  a  brief  sketch  of  the  origin  and  history  of 
this  Institution. 

The  disastrous  flood  of  1831,  and  the  cholera  that  followed  in 
1832,  caused  much  suffering  among  the  poor;  and  many  hearts  and 
homes  were  made  desolate,  and  many  children  left  entire  orphans. 
Among  the  first  to  respond  to  the  calls  for  relief  was  a  Masonic 
Lodge  —  (and  we  believe  that  fraternity  are  always  ready  for  every 
good  word  and  work).  They  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Lady 
Managers  of  the  Bible  Society  a  sum  of  money,  knowing  that,  in 
their  distribution  of  the  Bible  through  the  city,  they  could  best  as¬ 
certain  who  needed  relief.  After  ministering  to  the  wants  of  all 
who  came  in  their  way,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  remained ;  and  the 
question  arose,  How  shall  this  be  appropriated?  One  of  the  ladies 
suggested  that  they  seek  divine  direction.  They  knelt  in  prayer, 
and  the  indications  were  that  a  home  should  be  provided  for  the  or¬ 
phan  and  the  destitute.  .  Thus  you  see  that  our  Asylum  was  founded 
in  faith  and  prayer,  and  with  the  princely  sum  of  eight  dollars. 

On  the  2d  of  May,  1833,  a  meeting  of  citizens  was  held  at  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  It  was  well  attended,  the  subject  was 
discussed,  and  the  result  was  the  election  of  twelve  ladies,  who 
should  carry  out  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  the  philanthropic  and 
the  benevolent  of  our  city  and  vicinity.  On  the  same  afternoon  the 
Society  was  organized  in  the  parlor  of  Mrs.  Philip  Young.  The 
original  Board  of  Managers,  as  elected  at  this  meeting,  were :  Mrs. 
Jeptha  D.  Garrard,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Davies,  Mrs.  Edward  King  (now 
Mrs.  Peter),  Mrs.  Gen.  Mansfield,  Mrs.  Ezekiel  Hall,  Mrs.  Louisa 
Staughton,  Mrs.  Jonathan  Bates,  Mrs  Philip  Young,  Mrs.  Dr.  Moore- 
head,  Mrs.  G.  R.  Gilmore,  Mrs.  H  Todd  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Burnet, 
four  of  whom  are  now  living,  but  only  one  remaining  in  the  present 
Board. 
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Charles  Hammond  obtaimed  a  charter  from  the  Legislature,  but 
with  the  proviso  that  we  should  take  pauper  children,  receiving  a 
small  compensation  from  the  Township  Trustees  for  their  support. 
A  portion  of  the  auction  funds  was  also  granted  us,  and  subscrip¬ 
tions  were  received.  We  accepted  the  conditions,  and  on  the  6th 
of  June,  jorty -three  years  ago,  entered  upon  our  work  by  assuming 
the  care  of  twenty-five  dirty,  ragged  children  at  the  Pest  House, 
which,  with  six  acres  of  ground,  was  donated  to  us  by  Jeptha  D. 
Garrard,  and  by  the  city.  The  home  of  these  children  had  been 
the  Commercial  Hospital,  where  the  insane,  the  sick,  and  many  of  a 
depraved  character  were  congregated.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
late  Dr.  Fore,  then  physician  of  the  hospital,  they  were  removed  to 
this  place. 

We  can  scarcely  describe  the  location,  so  great  have  been  the 
changes.  It  was  near  Mill  Creek  bottom;  a  green,  stagnant  pond 
near  by;  there  was  no  road  leading  to  it;  riding  was  dangerous, 
and  carriages  few;  there  was  no  pavement;  here  and  there  was  a 
rail  fence,  and  by  placing  our  hands  on  the  top  rail,  and  our  feet  on 
the  lower  one,  to  avoid  the  mud  we  got  along  the  best  way  we  could. 

After  a  year  or  two,  feeling  that  the  location  was  unhealthy,  we 
exchanged  our  six  acres  (which  included  a  burial-place  for  the  poor), 
for  a  lot  on  Elm  Street,  known  as  potter’s  field,  where  Exposition 
Hall  now  stands,  and  which  is  destined  to  become  the  site  of  the 
magnificent  Music  Hall,  toward  which  Mr.  Springer  has  made  so 
grand  a  donation. 

Our  next  step  was  to  erect  a  building.  We  had  no  money;  not  a 
cent  for  that  purpose  ;  so  we  resolved  ourselves  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  and  the  city  was  canvassed.  We  visited  manufactories, 
workshops,  stores  and  dwellings,  and  we  met  with  a  ready  response — 
save  in  one  instance,  a  wealthy  woman  refused,  and  in  no  ladylike 
manner.  One  poor  woman  gave  six  and  a  fourth  cents;  and  vari¬ 
ous  sums  were  given,  some  as  high  as  one  hundred  dollars — some 
even  larger.  Building  materials  were  also  given,  and  one  man  gave 
a  wheelbarrow,  which  was  very  useful. 

In  1836  our  building  was  completed,  and  we  felt  very  grand. 
We  had  hard  work  to  get  along,  but  our  children,  sometimes  two 
hundred  in  number,  never  lacked  bread.  One  very  cold  morning 
we  visited  the  Asylum,  and  learned  that  there  was  not  money  enough 
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in  the  treasury  to  buy  the  children  a  dinner.  At  that  moment  a 
letter  was  handed  us,  addressed  to  Mrs.  Burnet,  containing  a  twenty  - 
dollar  note.  We  never  knew  the  giver,  but  it  came  in  answer  to 
prayer. 

In  1840  the  auction  funds  were  withdrawn,  and  when  the  City 
Infirmary  was  established,  the  Township  Trustees  took  from  us  the 
small  pittance  that  had  been  allowed,  but  they  did  not  take  the  chil¬ 
dren.  (I  would  say  here  that  the  impression  has  been  given,  that 
we  receive  aid  from  the  city  It  is  not  so ;  although  nearly  all  the 
children  we  take  belong  to  the  c  ty.) 

We  had  to  depend  on  subscriptions,  donations,  contributions, 
fairs,  festivals,  etc.  We  struggled  along  in  this  way  for  some  time, 
until  finding  we  could  no  longer  sustain  the  Institution,  we  reluc¬ 
tantly  decided  to  dispose  of  our  property,  in  order  to  enlarge  our 
income. 

In  January,  1858,  our  Trustees,  Wm.  Crossman,  John  D.  Jones, 
and  Robert  Buchanan,  effected  an  arrangement  with  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil,  to  purchase  our  property  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 

The  cost  of  the  ground  and  improvements  here,  at  Mt.  Auburn, 
was  about  fifty  thousand  dollars  ;  the  hundred  thousand  was  invested 
in  city  bonds  at  six  per  cent,  interest.  We  receive  also  about  two 
thousand  a  year  interest,  from  legacies,  bequests,  and  other  sources, 
but  this  has  not  been  sufficient  for  our  support.  Some  years  our  ex¬ 
penditures  have  been  twelve  thousand  dollars,  other  years  not  so 
much;  but  kind  friends  have  ever  responded  to  our  calls,  and  the 
deficiency  has  been  made  up. 

From  small  beginnings  the  Lord  has  led  us  on,  even  forty  years 
and  more,  and  we  are  here  to-day  to  praise  him  for  all  his  goodness 
unto  us;  and  we  thank  you,  dear  friends,  for  so  generously  aiding  us 
in  carrying  on  this  noble  work.  May  the  Blessed  One  who  has 
said,  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  one  of  these,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me,”  richly  reward  you  for  all  the  benefactions 
you  have  bestowed. 

We  present  you  uot  to-day,  twenty  five  unwashed,  poorly-clad 
children,  but  nearly  one  hundred  healthy,  happy,  well-clothed,  and 
well-fed  children,  who  share  in  common,  with  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  their  benefactors,  in  all  the  advantages  of  our  common  schools. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  our  worthy  matron,  Mrs. 
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Wilson,  for  the  deep  interest  she  takes  in  those  committed  to  her 
care,  and  for  the  system,  economy  and  excellent  management  per¬ 
vading  every  department  But  we  will  weary  you  no  longer  save  by 
giving  a  brief  statement  of  the  children  who  have  been  received, 
placed  out,  and  who  have  died.

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Children’s  Home  our  numbers 
have  been  less.  Their  mode  of  receiving  and  placing  out  children 
differs  from  ours ;  but  we  are  glad  if  these  homeless  ones  can  be 
provided  for  in  whatever  way  may  be  thought  best.

Upon  one  of  the  severest  days  of  the  past  winter,  a  Main  Street 
car  stopped  for  a  few  moments  at  a  corner,  and,  presently,  through 
the  deep  snow,  entered  a  woman,  bearing  in  person  and  apparel  the 
unmistakable  marks  of  poverty.  In  her  arms  was  a  bundle,  which, 
when  unrolled,  proved  to  be  a  babe  clad  in  a  child’s  waterproof  cloak^ 
which  scarcely  covered  it,  and  which  utterly  failed  to  conceal  the 
little  limbs  all  reddened  with  the  cold.  By  her  side  was  a  little  boy, 
perhaps  four  or  five  years  old,  scantily  clothed,  with  rough  and 
ragged  shoes  upon  his  stockingless  feet,  and  limbs  which  were 
chapped  and  blistered  by  walking  through  the  snow.  Two  other 
children  somewhat  older,  but  in  equal  distress,  completed  the  sor¬ 
rowful  company.  The  father  was  dead.  The  mother  had  done  her 
best  to  keep  her  little  family  together  through  a  hard  winter,  but 
had  failed,  and  was  on  her  way  to  place  her  dear  ones  in  a  safe  home, 
where,  as  she  assured  one  of  the  children  in  response  to  his  eager  in¬ 
quiry,  they  could  sit  in  a  room  with  a  stove  in  it. 

For  one  who  witnessed  this  scene  it  was  no  difficult  matter  to 
reflect  that  there  were  other  cases  in  a  great  city  like  ours,  where 
not  even  a  loving  mother  remained  to  struggle  with  poverty  for  a 
fatherless  family,  but  where  little  ones  in  their  helplessness  and 
need  were  deprived  of  both  their  natural  protectors,  and  left,  friend¬ 
less  and  alone  in  the  world. 

As  these  reflections  arose  in  the  mind  of  him  who  addresses  you, 
there  arose  also  an  entirely  new  appreciation  of  the  value  of  this 
Institution,  whose  anniversary  we  celebrate  to-day.  He  had  fre¬ 
quently  seen  its  imposing  structure  and  its  beautiful  grounds,  and 
had  always  thought  of  it  as  among  the  deserving  charities  of  the 
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city;  but  through  the  clear  air  and  across  the  crisp  snow  of  that 
winter  morning,  it  stood  out  as  a  very  home  of  angels — a  God -given 
Institution,  ministering  to  a  terrible  want,  and  doing  in  this  world 
of  sorrow  and  of  suffering  the  very  work  of  Christ. 

We  come  together  to-day  to  mark  the  completion  of  another  year 
of  this  blessed  work.  Not  only  so,  but  to  chronicle  the  fact  that 
for  forty-two  years  it  has  been  standing  as  a  foster-mother  for  the 
children  of  sorrow  and  want;  for  forty -two  years  gathering  together 
the  orphan  and  the  destitute,  and  giving  to  them  maternal  kindness, 
protection  and  care, 

What  a  work  is  this,  my  friends ! 

Well  may  we  pause  to  contemplate  it  with  pleasure  and  with 
gratitude.  There  are  few  men  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in 
benevolent  effort  for  twoscore  years.  And  when  we  find  such,  he 
is  already  an  old  man,  whose  hair  is  whitening  and  whose  powers 
are  in  process  of  decay.  But  this  Institution  began  its  noble  work 
on  the  day  of  its  birth.  On  the  6th  of  June,  1833,  it  occupied  its 
first  house  with  twenty- six  children.  From  that  hour  its  Clirist- 
like  activities  have  been  uninterrupted,  and  on  this  forty-second 
anniversary  it  is  in  no  wise  enfeebled  by  its  age,  but  stronger  than 
ever  gives  promise  of  living  and  working,  until  that  day  when  the 
necessity  for  all  such  labor  shall  cease. 

Of  the  beautiful  character  of  the  work  in  which  these  ladies  are 
engaged,  and  of  the  claims  which  it  has  upon  our  Christian  sympa¬ 
thy  and  support,  it  is  not  necessary  to  speak  in  detail.  We  have 
but  to  remember  the  homes  from  which  we  have  come  this  after¬ 
noon,  and  recall  the  little  ones  there  so  dear  to  our  own  hearts ;  so 
helpless,  too,  and  dependent,  to  be  convinced  without  any  formal 
logic,  that  if  there  is  in  this  wide  world  a  class  whose  needs  deserve, 
yea  demand  recognition  and  attention,  it  is  the  race  of  little,  inno¬ 
cent  sufferers,  for  whose  protection  aod  well-being  this  Asylum  pro¬ 
vides.  The  heart  must  be  hard  indeed  where  the  sight  of  sorrow¬ 
ing  and  destitute  childhood  does  not  suffuse  the  eye  with  tears  and 
move  the  hand  to  act.  And  if  there  were  nothing  more  in  this  work 
than  a  temporary  good,  if  it  did  no  more  than  dry  for  a  little  while 
a  childish  tear,  and  cause  a  ray  of  gladness  to  shine  for  a  little  while 
in  a  childish  heart,  it  would  be  labor  well  bestowed.  But  it  is  more 
than  this.  It  not  only  lessens  sorrow  for  the  time,  but  it  bears

directly  and  mightily  upon  the  future.  I  would  hold  this  work 
before  you  to-day  as  one  of  the  most  hopeful  of  all  the  efforts  which 
Christian  beneficence  is  exerting  or  can  possibly  put  forth. 

There  are  institutions  in  this  city  whose  managers  and  patrons 
undertake  with  heroic  faith  and  courage  to  deal  with  vice  after  it 
has  become  the  matured  habit  and  chosen  pursuit  of  the  adult  soul. 
All  such  work  is  worthy  of  high  praise,  but  the  prospects  of  suc¬ 
cess  are  small.  I  have  in  mind  another  noble  charity  which  seeks 
the  reformation  of  the  young  before  they  have  gone  any  great  lengths 
in  evil.  And  though  this  is  a  hopeful  and  a  glorious  work,  it  is  at¬ 
tended  with  the  special  difficulty  that  sin  has  already  been  tasted 
and  found  to  be  sweet.  In  the  work,  however,  which  we  consider 
this  afternoon  the  objects  of  Christian  effort  are  in  their  early  youth. 
They  are  not  here  because  they  have  already  begun  to  stray  from 
virtue’s  path,  and  need  to  be  restrained  and  reclaimed.  They  are 
here  only  because  they  have  no  other  father  or  mother  able  or  will¬ 
ing  to  take  care  of  them ;  and  Grod  has  intrusted  them  to  you,  ladies, 
as  their  foster  parents. 

And  so  for  the  ennobling  and  Christianizing  influences  that  are 
here  exerted,  there  is  as  fair  an  opportunity  as  in  any  other  com¬ 
pany  of  children  of  similar  age  and  capacity.  We  have  just  as 
much  reason  to  hope  that  these  children  will  become  useful  members 
of  society;  and  better  still,  sincere  and  earnest  disciples  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  that  these  things  will  come  to  pass  in  the  case  of  those  in 
our  own  Sabbath-schools  and  our  own  homes.  And  that  these  hopes 
are  not  groundless  is  proven  by  the  experience  of  the  past.  Ex¬ 
actly  thirteen  years  ago,  this  ninth  day  of  June,  in  delivering  the 
dedicatory  address  of  this  very  building  in  which  we  are  assembled, 
the  Hon.  Judge  Storer,  so  recently  called  to  his  reward,  said  of  the 
Institution:  “If  we  look  for  some  of  its  results,  we  can  find  them 
in  the  army,  in  the  pulpit,  and  standing  in  the  halls  of  justice — the 
very  men  who  were  reared  in  this  Orphan  Asylum.”  Upon  the  same 
occasion,  Rev.  Dr.  Thompson  told  of  a  lady  who  had  encountered  a 
little  fellow  upon  a  street  corner,  “hatless,  shoeless,  and  with  but 
scanty  covering  for  his  body;”  and  for  whom,  after  learning  his 
condition,  she  secured  a  home  in  this  Asylum.  The  incident  passed 
from  her  memory,  but  many  years  afterward  was  recalled,  when  one 
Sabbath  in  church,  a  young  man,  a  graduate  of  Lane  Seminary,  about 
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to  leave  upon  a  foreign  mission,  spoke  of  himself  as  the  one  who 
had  thus  been  saved  by  the  Cincinnati  Orphan  Asylum,  and  the 
kindly  efforts  of  one  of  its  workers.  Such  facts,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  the  records  of  the  Institution,  and  certainly  the  records  in 
the  heavens,  contain  many  more  of  similar  character,  prove  to  us  that 
this  is  a  hopeful  work.  I  think  we  may  look  with  confidence  for 
good  and  useful  men  and  women  to  come  continually  from  the  in¬ 
mates  of  this  Asyium.  I  will  go  further  and  express  my  profound 
belief,  that  from  among  those  who  are  here  cared  for  will  come  forth 
many  who  will  be  men  and  women  of  unusual  worth  of  character — 
men  and  women  who  will  be  of  special  and  distinguished  service  to 
the  world.  Particularly  do  I  expect  to  see  from  among  these  or¬ 
phans,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  missionaries,  philanthropists,  mer¬ 
chant  princes,  who  will  employ  their  means  to  sustain  and  advance 
the  great  causes  of  Christian  beneficence.  Young  men  who  have 
received  their  education  at  West  Point  or  Annapolis,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Government,  naturally  feel  that  they  are  under  a  life  long 
debt  to  the  nation,  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose  that  among 
these  who  owe  everything  they  are  to  the  spirit  of  Christian  charity, 
there  will  be  some  who  will  remember  the  obligation.  Nothing  that 
is  taught  these  children  outside  of  the  Bible  can  compare  in  im¬ 
portance  with  the  lesson  of  caring  for  the  needy,  of  living  for  others, 
which  the  very  existence  of  the  Institution,  and  their  whole  every¬ 
day  life  in  connection  with  it,  are  continually  calculated  to  impress 
upon  them.  With  maturer  years  these  children  will  realize  their 
indebtedness  to  the  unselfish  spirit  of  Christian  love,  and  they  will 
pay  that  debt — perhaps  i  ot  to  you,  ladies,  but  to  others  in  distress^ 
and  so  your  good  work  will  go  on.  I  was  not  surprised  to  read  in 
your  annual  report  for  1864,  that  “at  least  fifty  young  men  who 
were  once  members  of  this  orphan  family  are  now  enrolled  among 
the  defenders  of  their  country,”  and  that  one  of  these  young  men 
had  requested  that  in  case  he  should  fall  in  battle,  the  means  he 
had  acquired  should  be  given  to  this  Institution.  Yes,  I  believe 
that  many  who  go  forth  from  this  Asylum  will  be  specially  useful 
in  the  world,  specially  alive  to  every  good  word  and  work.  From 
among  these  and  such  as  these  will  come  our  Peabodys,  our  How¬ 
ards,  Florence  Nightingales,  and,  when  those  who  now  administer 
our  charities  have  folded  their  hands  for  their  last  slumber,  some 
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will  arise  from  among  these  children  to  put  in  practice  the  lessons 
learned,  and  to  imitate  the  examples  set  them  within  these  walls, 
and  to  pay  to  other  orphans  the  debt  of  kindness  which  they  in¬ 
curred  at  your  hands. 

As  you  address  yourselves  to  another  year  of  labor,  in  this  good 
cause,  with  all  my  heart  I  bid  you  God  speed. 

Your  office  is  an  honorable  one.  By  express  command  God  has 
invested  the  position  of  parent  with  special  dignity,  and  to  this  po¬ 
sition,  with  reference  to  these  orphans,  has  he  appointed  you.  Yea, 
he  is  himself  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  but  you  in  these  instances 
are  chosen  to  be  his  representatives  and  his  agents. 

Yerily  your  office  is  one  of  honor,  but  I  have  learned  enough 
from  an  inspection  of  your  reports  and  yourjmles  to  assure  me  that 
it  is  not  an  empty  honor.  Your  position  is  no  sinecure.  It  calls 
for  the  sacrifice  of  time  and  of  means.  It  requires  constant  atten¬ 
tion  and  no  little  hard  work.  I  am  sure,  however,  that  these  are 
cheerfully  rendered,  and  that  time  is  taken  by  those  whose  engage¬ 
ments  are  very  numerous  to  care  for  these  little  waifs.  It  is  right 
that  it  should  be  so.  In  the  heart  of  our  city,  as  we  are  all  aware, 
stands  a  beautiful  work  of  art,  upon  which,  in  the  most  conspicuous 
position,  the  Genius  of  Water  sheds  at  this  very  moment  the  liquid 
spray  of  heaven,  as  a  thing  of  beauty  to  the  eye  and  of  refreshment 
to  the  heated  sense.  And  I  have  been  told  that  those  uppermost 
streams,  flowing  so  constantly  for  the  delight  of  all  beholders,  issue 
from  reservoirs  upon  this  lofty  hill  whereon  we  meet  to-day.  And 
herein  I  read  this  lesson,  that  where  God  lifts  persons  up  to  places 
of  eminence  in  ability,  influence  or  position,  it  is  ever  a  graceful  and 
a  proper  thing  that  streams  of  blessing  should  go  forth  to  cheer  the 
heart,  and  lessen  the  sorrows  of  others  far,  far  below.  Yes,  and 
another  lesson ;  for  even  as  the  waters  of  that  fountain  are  drawn 
by  the  sun’s  attracting  rays,  and  distilled  again  in  rain  upon  the 
beautiful  hill  whence  they  came;  so  shall  blessings  come  back  to 
you,  ladies;  to  you  in  your  comfortable  homes,  to  you  in  your  places 
of  eminence,  from  these  your  efforts  for  the  poor  and  needy  about 
you.  As  you  go  down  into  the  great  world  for  purposes  of  business, 
mercy  or  pleasure,  you  will  encounter  ever  and  anon  the  results  of 
your  own  sacrifices  here  to  cheer  and  refresh  you.  You  will  find 
your  fost  jr-children  blessing  others,  audit  may  be  of  service  to  you. 
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[But  whatever  the  rewards  which  may  come  to  you  on  earth,  there 
is  One  above  who  is  not  unmindful  of  your  labor  of  love.  His  eye 
is  upon  you  ]  They  will  go  forth  into  the  world  making  it  brighter 
and  better,  and  thus  will  contribute  to  your  comfort  and  safety. 
Yea  the  time  may  come  when  your  own  children’s  children  may  by 
some  unexpected  but  not  unusual  series  of  misfortunes  be  left 
fatherless  and  motherless  and  poor,  and  this  Institution,  which  you 
have  helped  to  cherish,  may  prove  their  deliverance  from  sorrow, 
and  their  guide  to  endless  life.  But  however  these  things  may  be, 
whatever  the  rewards  that  may  come  to  you  on  earth,  there  is  One 
above  who  is  not  unmindful  of  your  work,  and  by  whom  every  kind¬ 
ness  to  the  orphan  shall  be  richly  recompensed.

ARTICLE  I. 


Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  twelve 
ladies.  They  shall  be  elected  agreeably  to  the' charter,  by  the 
Trustees  and  subscribers,  every  three  years,  and,  upon  being  informed 
of  their  election,  shall  hold  a~meeting,  and  elect  from  their  number 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Recording  Secretary  and 
Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  office  till  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  appointed.  In  case  of  vacancy  occurring,  their  places 
shall  be  filled  by  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  Every  regular  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  The  business  meetings  are  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month,  commencing  precisely  at  ten  o’clock  A.  M. 

Sec.  4.  No  Manager  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the 
meeting  in  session  without  permission,  and  no  conversation  but  such 
as  relates  to  the  business  before  the  Board  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  5.  Every  motion  when  made  shall  be  stated  from  the  chair. 
When  moved  and  seconded,  the  President  or  presiding  officer  shall 
invite  discussion,  if  necessary,  after  which  she  shall  ask  the  mem¬ 
bers  if  they  are  ready  for  the  question,  which  being  assented  to,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken.  No  other  business  shall  be  discussed  before 
the  Board  till  that  which  has  been  laid  before  them  be  decided  or 
postponed. 


Sec.  6.  At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  the  decision 
of  a  new  question  may  be  referred  to  the  meeting  succeeding  that 
on  which  the  question  was  proposed. 

Sec.  7.  The  decision  on  any  question  shall  not  be  delayed 
longer  than  the  succeeding  meeting,  except  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

Sec.  8.  No  former  resolution  shall  be  reconsidered  unless  called 
for  by  one  of  the  majority,  and  in  all  cases  shall  be  deferred  to  the 
next  meeting,  either  speciabor  stated. 
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Sec.  9.  When  the  votes  are  called  for,  no  person  shall  be  allowed 
to  decline  voting. 

Sec.  10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  names  of  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

Sec.  11.  The  President  or  presiding  officer  shall  give  a  casting 
vote  when  the  Board  is  equally  divided. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  decline  acting  upon  a  committee,  un¬ 
less  another  member,  approved  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer, 
shall  be  willing  to  serve  in  her  stead. 

Sec.  13.  The  person  first  named  upon  a  committee  shall  preside 
over  it,  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  make 
a  report,  either  written  or  verbal,  of  the  proceeding  to  the  Board. 

Sec.  14.  The  President  shall  call  extra  meetings  as  often  as  she 
may  think  proper,  but  shall  not  be  obliged  to  call  them  contrary  to 
her  own  judgment,  unless  three  members  of  the  Board  concur  in 
requesting  it 

Sec.  15.  The  business  of  each  stated  meeting — after  being  opened, 
as  in  Section  2 — shall  commence  with  the  Recording  Secretary  read¬ 
ing  the  minutes  of  the  former  meeting,  which,  on  being  accepted, 
the  business  lying  over  to  this  meeting  shall  be  taken  up  in  order. 
When  finished,  the  President  shall  call  for  the  Binding  Committee’s 
report,  and  applications  for  children  shall  be  attended  to.  After 
which  the  President  shall  ask  if  there  is  aoy  other  business,  when 
any  member  will  be  at  liberty  to  state  if  they  have  any.  Applica¬ 
tions  for  children  must  be  made  bv  the  person  wanting  a  child,  or 
by  a  friend  of  the  same,  giving  a  reference  to  responsible  persons, 
and  all  applications  must  be  laid  over  one  month  for  investigation. 
This  may,  however,  be  deviated  from  in  case  where  the  Binding 
Committee  are  satisfied  with  the  applicant. 


ARTICLE  II 


DUTIES  of  managers.

Sec.  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  assigned  to  the  President;  she  shall  he 
ex-officio  on  all  committees,  and  in  case  of  absence  of  both  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Managers  shall  be  chosen 
pro  tern. 

Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  in,  either 
by  subscription  or  otherwise,  receipting  therefor.  She  shall,  as  need 
be,  by  order  of  the  President  or  Secretary,  draw  on  the  Trustees 
for  money  to  conduct  the  Institution,  shall  pay  Matron’s  household 
expenses,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
paid  out,  her  accounts  to  be  audited  every  three  months.  She  shall 
make  a  written  statement  of  the  money  received  and  paid  out,  once 
a  month,  to  the  Board,  at  the  regular  meetings,  and  an  annual 
report  in  full. 

Recording  Secretary. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct 
account  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  in  a  book,  for  future 
reference,  as  also  a  record  of  all  children  admitted  into  the  Asylum, 
and  of  those  that  are  placed  out,  or  have  died.  She  shall  give 
notice  of  all  meetings  called  by  the  President. 


Corresponding  Secretary . 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  corre¬ 
spondence,  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  such,  either  filed  or  copied 
in  a  book  for  future  reference,  and  shall  write  the  annual  report. 

Committee  of  Admission . 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  of  Admissiou  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  They  shall  have  power  to  place  in  the  Asylum  any  child 
they  may  think  suitable,  the  child  so  admitted  being  first  examined 
by  the  attending  physician.  Neither  Matron  nor  Superintendent 
ran  place  or  admit  a  child  without  an  order  from  this  committee. 
But  in  the  event  of  a  poor  friendless  child  being  sent  by  the  Mayor 
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or  Police  Judge,  in  the  night ,  the  Matron  or  Superintendent  shall 
receive  it,  and  report  the  same  to  the  committee  for  investigation. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  investigate  all  applications, 
and  give  all  information  in  regard  to  the  child,  or  children,  whether 
they  are  objects  of  this  charity. 

Binding  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  Binding  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  It  is  expected  of  the  Binding  Committee  that  they  will 
be  present  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  They  can  present  and  will 
hear  all  applications,  which,  after  being  acted  upon,  shall  be  referred 
to  them,  in  accordance  with  Article  I.  Sec.  15;  and  it  is  further 
directed  that  no  child  shall  be  placed  out  till  he  or  she  has  been  in 
the  Asylum  one  year,  unless  adopted,  and  no  girl  placed  out  till  she 
can  write  a  legible  hand  and  shall  have  received  instructions  in  the 
first  four  rules  of  arithmetic ;  and  no  girl  shall  be  bound  out  to 
service  till  she  has  attained  the  age  of  eleven  years — boys  arriving 
at  that  age  can  be  bound  out.  There  may  be  cases  in  which  some 
children  can  not  take  this  amount  of  education.  In  this  event  it 
must  be  made  discretionary  with  the  Board.  No  child  is  to  be 
placed  with  any  person  who  keeps  a  hotel,  tavern,  or  coffee-house, 
nor  with  any  one  who  does  not  regularly  attend  religious  worship. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Binding  Committee  to  select  as  far  as 
possible  religious  families.  No  child  can  go  out  on  trial,  but  should 
the  child  so  placed  out  become  dissatisfied,  or  the  parties  with  whom 
the  child  is  placed  become  so,  then,  in  that  event,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Binding  Committee  to  investigate  the  case  and  act 
according  to  their  judgment.  No  Manager  shall  be  allowed  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  or  take  away  from  the  Asylum  a  child  without  first  making 
application  to  this  committee. 

Purchasing  Committee. 

Sec.  8.  The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  They  shall  make  all  purchases  in  as  judicious  a  manner 
as  possible, '"’and  pay  all  bills,  their  accounts  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  every  month.  They  shall  draw  by  orders  of  the  President, 
signed  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  Treasurer,  for  money  to  liquidate 
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all  bills’ — their  books  to  be  audited  by  the  Auditing  Committee 
every  three  months. 

Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs , 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President.  Their  duty  shall  be  to  act  in  all  matters 
in  connection  with  the  Trustees,  consulting  them  on  all  important 
matters;  all  bills  pertaining  to  building  and  large  repairs  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Trustees  before  payment. 

Auditing  Committee , 

Sec.  10.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  Their  duty  shall  be  to  audit  all  books  and  bills  of  the 
Treasurer,  Purchasing  Committee  and  Matron  once  in  three  months. 

Committee  on  Sewing, 

Sec.  11.  This  committee  are  expected  to  have  knowledge  of  all 
material  purchased  for  clothing ;  for  its  being  properly  and  economi¬ 
cally  cut  out  and  well  made  ;  and  for  the  employment  of  a  seamstress. 

Committee  on  Housekeeping, 

Sec.  12.  This  committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  housekeeping  is  carried  on ;  of  the  supplies 
brought  into  the  house,  and  of  the  disposition  made  of  them.  The 
weekly  Visiting  Committees  will  report  any  want  of  care  on  the 
part  of  servants  and  attendants,  or  any  noticeable  defect  of  house¬ 
keeping  to  this  committee,  who  will  report  it  to  the  Matron. 

Committee  on  Infirmary  and  Nursery, 

Sec.  13.  This  committee  will  have  an  active  supervision  over 
the  children  in  the  nursery  and  infirmary.  They  shall  see  that  they 
are  well  clothed,  well  fed,  amused,  and  occupied  in  a  manner  suited 
to  their  age.  The  cleanliness  of  these  rooms  shall  be  particularly 
looked  after,  and  suitable  attendance  insisted  on;  and  the  sick  shall 
be  provided  by  them  with  such  varieties  of  food,  and  such  delicacies 
and  care  as  their  condition  may  require. 


Visiting  Committee . 


Sec.  14.  A  committee  whose  duty  it  will  be,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Binding  Committee,  to  inform  themselves  by  personal 
visitation,  whether  those  who  apply  for  children  are  suitable  persons 
to  take  charge  of  them ;  and  also  to  keep  up  some  knowledge  of  the 
children  after  they  are  placed  out,  both  by  correspondence,  and,  when 
practicable,  by  visiting  them. 

School  Committee . 

Sec.  15.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  know  that 
every  child,  not  younger  than  six  years,  is  regularly  in  school,  when 
not  sick ;  that  lessons  which  should  be  learned  at  home  are  studied 
under  proper  supervision ;  to  have  personal  cognizance,  by  frequent 
visits  to  the  school,  of  the  standing  and  progress  of' the  children, 
and  to  supply  them  with  books  and  stationery.  . 


ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  Managers. 

Sec.  1.  The  Managers  shall,  in  rotation,  take  equal  share  in  the 
conducting  of  the  house  in  the  following  manner:  Two  shall  visit 
each  week  the  Asylum  together ;  if  possible  not  less  than  three  times 
a  week,  or  oftener  if  required  by  any  special  case,  varying  the 
hours  of  visiting.  They  shall  observe  the  appearance  of  the 
children,  whether  they  are  neat,  clean  and  orderly,  and  that  the 
concerns  of  the  house  are  properly  looked  after.  They  shall  con¬ 
sult  the  Matron  or  Superintendent,  and  co-work  with  them  in  all 
the  arrangements  of  the  house — be  present  at  some  one  meal  during 
the  week.  They  shall  act  upon  their  own  judgment  in  cases  re¬ 
quiring  immediate  attention,  but  any  permanent  charge  or  alteration 
must  be  made  by  a  vote  of  the  Board.  They  shall  report  their 
observations  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Managers  to  become  acquainted  with  the  children,  to  encour¬ 
age  an  affectionate  confidence,  instill  in  their  minds  moral  and 
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religious  principles;  so,  by  these  means,  to  attain  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  children’s  habits  and  dispositions,  and  to  cause 
the  children  to  feel  they  have  friends  who  are  interested  in  their 
welfare.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Admission,  a  Binding 
Committee,  a  Purchasing  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  and 
a  Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs. 

Matron’s  or  Superintendent’s  Duties. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  expected  of  the  Matron  or  Superintendent,  and 
Assistant  Matron,  that  they  will  co-operate  with  the  Managers,  as 
the  welfare  of  the  Institution  requires  mutual  confidence  and  sup¬ 
port.  They  will  exercise  a  general  care  over  the  establishment; 
they  shall  be  responsible  for  an  observance  of  neatness  and  cleanli¬ 
ness  in  the  cellars,  areas  and  outhouses  on  the  premises.  They 
shall  be  the  last  to  retire  to  bed,  previous  to  which  they  shall  take 
a  survey  of  the  house,  see  that  all  fires  and  lights  are  extinguished, 
doors  and  windows  properly  secured.  No  child  shall  carry  a  light 
through  the  house,  except  by  permission  of  the  Matron  or  Super¬ 
intendent. 

The  Matron  or  Superintendent  is  to  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  the  Institution,  to  see  that  all  employed  fulfill  their  duties, 
to  report  deficiencies  when  they  occur,  and  as  far  as  possible  remedy 
or  remove  them. 

The  Matron  or  Superintendent  is  to  engage  domestics  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Managers,  and  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  order, 
cleanliness,  and  economy  in  the  house,  as  well  as  in  the  persons  and 
clothing  of  the  children.  See  that  no  garment  is  placed  on  the 
shelves,  or  worn  a  second  time,  which  needs  repairing.  They  shall 
keep  all  article  under  lock  and  key,  and  give  out  the  proper  quan¬ 
tities  to  be  used.  They  shall  see  that  the  children  and  faipily  have 
their  meals  at  proper  times,  well  cooked  and  decently  served.  The 
lantern  in  the  hall  to  be  lighted  at  dark  and  burn  all  night. 

They  shall  enter  the  name  of  every  child,  their  age,  at  the  time 
of  admission  ;  keep  register  of  all  bound  out  and  adopted,  the  trade, 
place  and  person  to  whom  given ;  also,  of  deaths. 

They  shall  hand  to  the  Secretary  at  the  monthly  meetings  a 
record  of  the  same.  They  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
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money  received  and  paid  out,  and  hand  their  book  to  be  examined 
at  the  monthly  meetings. 

Ry  order  of  the  President,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  they  shall 
draw  money  to  meet  their  expenses. 

Duties  of  the  Sick  Nurse • 

Sec.  3.  Rule  1.  The  nurse  for  taking  care  of  the  sick  shall 
occupy  the  rooms  appropriated  for  the  sick;  shall  have  charge  of 
the  medicine,  faithfully  attend  the  children  who  may  be  sent  to  her 
care,  and  administer  the  medicine  prescribed  by  the  physician. 

Rule  2.  No  medicine  to  be  given  to  children,  except  by  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  physician. 

Rule  3.  Children  with  infectious  diseases  to  be  kept  apart  from 
others. 

Rule  4.  Children  when  convalescent  to  be  removed  to  another 
room. 

Rule  5.  The  nurse  will  be  expected  to  assist  in  sewing  when  not 
engaged  in  attending  the  sick. 

Duties  of  the  Wet  Nurses. 

t 

Sec.  4.  Faithfully  to  attend  the  infants,  and  to  be  under  the 
special  control  of  the  Matron  or  Superintendent.  They  must  devote 
their  whole  time  to  that  object;  and  it  is  expected  of  them  that  they 
attend  to  all  the  duties  of  a  nurse. 

# 

Duties  of  the  Nurse  in  the  Room. 

Sec.  5.  The  nurse  in  the  room  in  which  are  placed  children, 
from  eighteen  months  to  five  years,  will  be  expected  to  look  well 
after  the  little  ones  committed  to  her  trust.  In  both  of  these  de¬ 
partments  order  and  cleanliness  will  be  expected;  frequent  bathing 
and  washing  of  the  children  will  be  required. 

Duties  of  the  Sewing  Department. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  expected  that  the  Assistant  Matron  will  take 
charge  of  the  sewing  machine.  She  shall  have  an  assistant,  who 
will  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  larger  girls,  instruct  them 
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in  sewing,  and  devote  two  hours  on  Saturday  to  that  object  and 


mending  their  clothing. 


Relating  to  Relatives  and  Friends  of  Children . 

Sec.  7.  They  will  be  permitted  to  visit  the  children  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  and  at  no  other  time  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Managers.  No  visitor  to  be  admitted  on  the 
Sabbath.  The  visitors  are  requested  not  to  detain  the  children  over 
one  hour,  and  not  give  them  confectionery  or  other  food  so  as  to 
injure  their  health ;  if  they  bring  more  than  sufficient  they  can  give 
it  in  charge  of  the  Matron,  to  distribute  as  she  thinks  proper. 
Money  must  not  be  given  to  the  children,  but  may  be  handed  to 
the  Matron  for  their  use. 

To  carry  out  the  foregoing  rules,  it  is  expected  that  one  of  the 
Managers,  whose  week  it  is  to  visit,  will  be  present  during  the  day. 
No  child  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Asylum  to  visit  their  friends, 
except  on  very  particular  occasions,  and  by  consent  of  the  Managers. 
When  any  of  the  children  are  seriously  ill,  and  have  relations  known 
to  the  Managers,  they  will  receive  information  and  may  visit  their 
sick  or  dying  beds. 

The  Matron  or  Superintendent  can  not  receive  money  for  board. 
Parents  or  friends  desirous  to  contribute  of  their  means  can  make 
donations  to  the  Asylum,  and  it  is  expected  they  will  as  far  as  they 
are  able. 

Friends  or  parents  who  wish  to  place  their  children  in  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  but  who  do  not  wish  to  give  them  up,  can  do  so,  if  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Admission  think  them  objects  of  this  charity,  but  must 
not  expect  that  they  can  remain  here  over  six  months,  unless  by 
special  order  from  the  Board.  If  they  neglect  to  attend  to  the 
foregoing  rules,  the  Managers  will  be  at  liberty  to  dispose  of  them 
as  of  others.  This  rule  is  not  designed  to  bear  too  heavily  upon 
poor  afflicted  mothers  nor  fathers  who  are  willing  but  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  immediate  homes  for  their  children.  The  Board  of  Managers 
will  use  all  the  lenity  in  their  power  in  these  cases,  but  must  also 
guard  against  imposition. 

The  Sabbath-school  will  be  open  at  9  o’clock  A.  M. ;  all  the 
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children  are  expected  to  be  present.  At  3  o’clock  p.  m.  all  will 
assemble  in  the  chapel  to  hear  an  address  from  any  clergyman  or 
layman  whom  the  Managers  may  invite.  A  short  addres  is  ex¬ 
pected,  and  all  friends  of  the  Institution  are  invited  to  be  pres¬ 
ent.

The  year  has  been,  like  many  which  have  gone  before,  une¬ 
ventful,  furnishing  but  little  worthy  of  note,  except  general 
comfort  and  health  among  the  inmates.

Of  those  admitted  during  the  year,  about  seven-eighths 
have  been  of  Protestant  parentage,  and  about  one-eighth  of 
Catholic  parentage.  About  one-half  were  born  of  American 
parents,  about  one-fourth  of  foreign  parents,  and  about  one- 
fourth  of  inter-marriages  between  American  and  foreign 
parents. 

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  fairly  good ;  no 
serious  epidemic  has  prevailed,  and  the  proportion  of  deaths 
is  below,  rather  than  above,  that  of  many  years  past.

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  16th  district 

school  is  commendatory  of  the  orphan  children  in  scholar- 

<# 

ship  and  behavior.  The  average  number  in  attendance  at 
school  has  been  seventy-five. 

As  a  result  of  the  general  depression  in  business  during 
the  year,  there  has  been  some  falling  off  in  annual  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  contributions  ;  and  at  one  time  the  management 
were  forced  to  refuse  admission  to  applicants,  but,  notwith¬ 
standing  this  difficulty,  the  number  of  children  received 
since  last  anniversary  day  is  greater,  with  one  exception,  than 
has  been  recorded  for  twenty-five  years  on  the  books  of  the 
institution. 

Allowing  due  time  for  recreation  and  amusement,  the 
Managers  aim  to  keep  the  children  occupied  when  out  of 
school  in  useful  work — such  as  mending  their  clothing,  knit¬ 
ting,  work'  in  the  house  and  grounds,  &c.  During  the  sum¬ 
mer  vacation  upwards  of  seventy  pair  of  socks  and  long 
stockings  were  knit  by  the  boys  and  girls. 

No  part  of  the  Managers’  duties  receive  from  them  more 
conscientious  care,  and  none  causes  them  more  solicitude, 
than  that  of  finding  homes  for  these  children.  A  committee 
of  ladies  visit  the  family,  in  the  case  of  every  child  applied 
for,  to  satisfy  themselves,  by  personal  observation  of  the  fit¬ 
ness  of  the  applicant,  before  relinquishing  their  guardianship. 
Our  best  efforts  are  not  always  crowned  with  the  happiest 
results,  but  they  are  so  in  many  cases. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  we  have  had  gratifying  testi¬ 
mony,  from  visits  of  the  committee  and  by  their  correspon¬ 
dence,  of  the  successful  and  happy  result  in  many  cases  of 
children  placed  out  during  this  and  previous  years.  These 
experiences  go  far  to  compensate  for  the  failures  which  some¬ 
times  occur.  Our  anxieties  and  solicitudes  are  forgotten,  and 
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we  look  forward  hopefully  to  happy  results  from  present  labor. 
An  instance  might  be  mentioned  here  of  a  child  placed  out 
by  the  Managers  many  years  ago.  Having  finished  his  ap¬ 
prenticeship  on  a  farm,  some  years  later  find  him  in  Cleve¬ 
land  as  an  insurance  agent.  To-day  he  is  again  a  resident  of 
Cincinnati,  a  student,  fitting  himself  for  the  practice  of  law. 

While,  by  the  rules  governing  the  management,  children 
may  be  placed  in  homes  after  one  year’s  schooling  by  the  in¬ 
stitution,  or  returned  to  their  friends  in  a  shorter  period,  there 
are  cases,  of  exceptional  interest  and  importance,  which  can 
only  be  alluded  to  here,  of  children  who  are  retained  year 
after  year  by  the  personal  influence  and  care  of  the  Matron 
and  Managers  beyond  the  regular  period  prescribed.  These 
are  cases  of  more,  and  worse,  than  orphanhood,  where  the 
depraved  character  of  a  mother,  or  it  may  be  a  sister,  renders 
the  future  of  a  child  who  should  come  under  their  influence, 
no  problem.  Children  retained  for  such  and  other  reasons 
warranting  it,  become  in  time  employed  in  some  department 
of  household  work  in  the  institution  at  regular  wages.

In  all  their  efforts  for  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  the  Managers  find  in  Mrs.  Wilson,  the  Matron  of  the 
Asylum,  not  only  a  wise  counsellor  in  times  of  perplexity, 

but  a  most  able  and  efficient  executor  and  coadjutor.

Boaid  of  Managers  of  the  Cincinnati  Orphan  Asylum : 

I. 

Ladies  : — During  the  past  year  the  general  health  of  the 
children  in  the  Asylum  has  been  unusually  good.  Whooping 
cough  has  prevailed  somewhat,  and  in  one  or  two  strumous 
children  aroused  latent  tendencies  of  a  fatal  character.  Some 
of  the  children  have  been  afflicted  with  a  very  common  form 
of  skin  disease,  which  is  under  control  now,  I  think.  There 
has  also  been  one  very  severe  case  of  erysipelas,  and  one  of 
typhoid  fever ;  both  have  entirely  recovered.  The  whole 
number  of  deaths  for  this  year  is  eight,  as  follows:

In  submitting  this  report  I  should  like  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  only  one  of  the  deaths  of  this 
year  was  from  acute  diseases.  That  was  the  boy,  ten  years 
old,  who  had  inflammation  of  the  bowels.  Both  cases  of 
pneumonia  and  the  case  of  tuberculosis  were  sequela  of 
whooping  cough,  and  developed  in  children  of  strumous  habit, 
and  also  to  the  exceedingly  large  relative  rate  of  mortality  in 
the  baby  room.  Only  two  of  the  eight  were  over  four,,  and 
only  three  over  two  years  of  age.

Dear  Madam  : — There  are  in  attendance  upon 
our  school,  sixty-four  children  from  the  asylum,  who,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  have  done  well.  One  of  the  teachers, 
in  making  her  report  of  the  pupils  from  the  asylum,  says: 

During  the  seven  years  I  have  been  in  the  school,  I  have 
never  had  such  satisfactory  work  from  the  children,  which,  I 
think,  is  largely  due  to  the  excellent  management  of  the 
present  matron,  Mrs.  Wilson.”  All  the  teachers  feel  that 
they  receive  the  heartiest  co-operation  from  Mrs.  Wilson.

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  A.  F.  PERRY. 


Among  the  pleasant  things  of  Mt.  Auburn,  one  of  the  pleasantest 
to  be  seen  is  a  troop  of  children  from  this  asylum  on  its  way  to 
school.  They  are  in  numbers  about  equal  to  a  well  filled  military 
company.  They  are  not  under  military  discipline,  but  are  obviously 
conscious  of  belonging  together.  Sometimes  the  movement  is  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  ripple  of  childish  voices.  Sometimes  they  silently 
fall  into  marching  order,  and  enjoy  the  rythm  of  a  common  foot¬ 
fall.  Each  of  them  appears  conscious,  in  addition  to  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  his  or  her  own  life,  of  the  enjoyment  of  another  life  com¬ 
mon  to  them  all,  more  abounding  and  richer  than  an  isolated 
individual  life  can  be  They  exhibit  the  kind  of  regeneration 
which  comes  of  soap  and  water,  of  regular,  wholesome  food  and 
decent  clothing.  As  to  th6  present,  they  can  read  their  childish 
title  clear,  and  “  not  a  wave  of  trouble  rolls  ”  across  their  peaceful 
breasts.  Tor  a  few  moments,  a  few  days,  or  a' few  years,  no  shadow 
of  the  past  rests  upon  them,  no  foreboding  clouds  their  future. 
From  being  nobody’s  children  they  have  come  to  be  everybody’s 
children.  From  year  to  year  the  troop,  to  a  careless  looker  on, 
would  appear  unchanged,  as  if  Time,  in  his  relentless  flight,  had 
spared  it;  as  if  it  were  a  pity  such  a  stream  of  childish  life  should 
not  flow  on,  unmarred  by  a  touch  of  age,  forever.  The  roof  which 
shelters  them,  the  Trustees,  contributors  and  lady  Managers  can 
not  escape  decay  ;  but  the  troop  of  children,  the  ripple  of  voices, 
the  rythm  of  the  measured  footfall  go  marching  on. 

The  individuals  composing  this  childish  procession  are  gathered 
in  from  the  desolate  places  of  the  wilderness  of  this  great  city,  are 
cherished  here  for  a  time  as  in  a  conservatory,  and  then  trans¬ 
planted  to  the  best  habitat  that  can  be  found  for  them.  Individu¬ 
als  come  and  go  almost  as  noislessly  as  the  dews,  but  the  procession 
in  appearance  remains  unchanged.  As  a  whole,  it  is  neither  older 
nor  younger  than  it  was  years  ago,  or  than  it  will  be  years  hence. 
The  report  of  the  lady  Managers  shows  that  nearly  seventeen  thou¬ 
sand  children  have  been  gathered  in,  have  been  cherished  here,  and 
distributed  Already  has  passed  from  this  conservatory  a  column 
of  infantry,  in  numbers  such  as  the  great  captains  in  war  like  to 
throw  forward  in  the  crisis  of  a  battle  to  make  or  unmake  the 
fortune  of  empires. 
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A  similar  procession  appears  daily  on  its  way  to  the  same  school, 
on  the  same  street,  from  the  German  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum. 
There  are  other  Institutions  engaged  in  a  similar  work,  of  which  I 
am  not  well  informed. 

Religious  sympathy  and  habits  of  religious  association  have  some-' 
thing  to  do  in  bringing  people  together  for  the  founding  and  support 
of  charities.  How  much  is  added  to  the  natural  sympathies  which 
seek  and  provide  for  these  little  people,  by  a  belief  in  the  soul's 
immortality,  I  can  not  compute.  At  the  least,  a  consciousness  that 
the  influence  of  their  work  may  be  imperishable  draws  to  it  affec¬ 
tionate  and  serious  natures,  and  gives  it  noble  dignity. 

This  asylum  was  founded  as  a  Protestant  Institution,  and  has 
been  supported  as  such,  but  none  are  excluded  from  its  benefits  by 
reason  of  denominational  or  sectarian  considerations.  In  its 
general  administration  it  is  believed  to  be  as  free  from  illiberal  ten¬ 
dencies  as  any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

It  is  supposed  to  be  the  oldest  institution  of  the  kind  west  of 
the  Alleghanies.  In  this  view  it  has  had  before  it  an  interesting 
and  grave  problem,  and  has,  I  believe,  solved  it  with  entire  success. 

In  the  presence  of  exceptional  calamity  Western  people  have 
never  lacked  plentifulness  of  generous  impulse,  or  lacked  administra¬ 
tive  ability  to  make  the  impulse  effective.  But  when  the  occasion 
has  passed  the  impulse  naturally  ceases,  and  the  administrative 
machinery  is  lost.  Sometimes,  also,  a  person  with  uncommon  zeal 
and  power  to  lead  initiates  a  charitable  movement,  and  impresses 
upon  it  his  individuality,  so. that  it  works  admirably  while  the  origi¬ 
nator  works  with  it,  but  goes  to  ruin  when  he  leaves  it. 

The  Cincinnati  Orphan  Asylum  sprung  into  existence  during  the 
cholera  season  of  1832,  but  it  managed  not  to  perish  when  the 
usual  health  of  the  city  was  restored.  It  undertook  to  solve  the 
more  difficult  problem  how  to  preserve  an  instrumentality  of  tran¬ 
quil,  enduring  character,  capable  of  meeting  the  average  daily 
wants  of  society.  This  is  different  from  the  problem  how  to  collect 
or  how  to  distribute  the  greatest  amount  of  money  in  a  given  time, 
or  how  to  make  a  successful  aggressive  movement  on  the  vices 
of  the  community. 

I  am  not  endeavoring  to  maintain  that  either  method  is  more 
important  or  better  than  another,  but  only  that  they  are  not  alike. 
There  is  room  and  work  enough  for  all. 

The  problem  before  the  founders  and  managers  of  this  institu¬ 
tion  has  been  to  establish  it  upon  broad  permanent  foundations; 
to  inspire  around  it  public  confidence;  to  provide  an  administra¬ 
tion  which  would  secure  a  discriminating,  judicious,  daily  use  of  its 
means.  Having  passed  through  its  experimental  stages,  it  now 
stands  a  monument  of  the  fidelity  and  wisdom  of  its  management. 
Its  endowments  and  its  usefulness  are  both  increasing. 

Such  an  institution,  solidified  by  time  and  experience,  ready  for 
the  multiplying  wants  of  an  immense  population,  deserves  the 
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growing  interest  which  it  inspires.  I  have  lived  near  it  for  a  long 
time  I  think  I  know  the  manner  as  well  as  the  spirit  of  its 
management.  I  am  satisfied  there  is  no  institution  of  the  kind  in 
the  whole  Mississippi  Valley,  which  makes  a  better  use  of  its 
means  or  which  presents  higher  guarantees  of  stability. 

An  unfed,  unfriended  child  is  a  disturbing  element  in  society. 
While  it  remains  unfed  and  unfriended  people  can  not  go  about 
their  business,  or  their  devotions,  or  their  pleasures,  feeling  well 
toward  themselves.  The  cheapest  way,  and,  indeed,  the  only  way 
to  deal  with  the  situation  is  to  take  care  of  the  child.  Some 
account  is  made  of  the  promptings  of  a  sense  of  duty,  which  is  a 
sufficient  apology,  if  one  were  needed.  But  I  suspect  that  a  true 
analysis  would  show  in  human  nature  an  element  of  hunger  de¬ 
manding  for  itself  that  kind  of  aliment.  We  need  to  help  the 
child  as  much  as  it  needs  to  be  helped.  If  an  investment  of  that 
kind  will  keep  us  in  better  humor  with  ourselves,  we  have  a  right 
to  make  it.  Call  it  a  sense  of  duty,  if  you  please.  But  comeffiere 
at  Christmas  or  Thanksgiving  and  see  the  well -filled  bags  and 
barrels  and  boxes  as  they  come  in  from  the  city  and  suburbs;  some 
with  the  names  of  the  givers,  and  others  without  names.  See  the 
bundles  of  clothing,  the  boxes  and  packages  of  food  1  Notice  also 
the  dolls,  oranges,  nuts  and  candies  !  Many  of  these  things  are 
known  not  to  be  necessary.  Obviously  the  givers  want  these  little 
folks  to  have  a  good  time.  They  intend  also  to  have  a  good  time 
themselves  thinking  of  it. 

A  year  or  two  ago  a  mercantile  firm  of  Cincinnati,  in  good 
standing,  offered  to  give  hats  for  the  girls  of  this  asylum,  and 
invited  a  committee  of  the  lady  managers  to  select  from  their  stock 
a  kind  of  hat  which  would  be  suitable.  The  committee  selected  a 
plain,  inexpensive  kind,  suitable  for  children  supported  by  con¬ 
tributions  made  under  a  sense  of  duty.  When  the  hats  arrived  at 
the  asylum,  imagine  the  surprise  to  find  that  these  Cincinnati  mer¬ 
chants,  before  enjoying  a  fair  degree  of  public  confidence,  had, 
contrary  to  their  agreement,  and,  as  it  were,  surreptitiously,  put  a 
bright  feather  in  every  hat  l 

So  far  as  the  money  of  the  institution  is  concerned,  the  lady 
managers  keep  a  rigorous  account,  which  can  not  be  impeached. 
But  were  a  detective  put  upon  their  track  he  would  probably  be 
able  to  convict  them  all  of  that  sort  of  embezzlement,  which  consists 
in  privately  spending  their  own  money  for  the  asylum  without 
putting  it  in  the  accounts. 

The  Fiscal  Trustees  come  here  at  every  anniversary  and  make  a 
statement  of  assets,  showing  a  neatly  balanced  account,  and  gener¬ 
ally  a  surplus  on  the  right  side  large  enough  to  indicate  a  prosper¬ 
ous  business  Tt- is  done  with  the  gravity  of  men  laboring  under 
a  sense  of  duty,  and  as  if  going  through  the  solemnity  of  declaring 
a  dividend  to  stockholders.  But  this  will  not  go  down  forever. 
Mr.  Buchanan  has  been  caught  in  these  transactions  so  often  that 
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he  is  getting  to  be  known  as  a  man  of  pleasure— the  pleasure  of 
kind  actions,  and  he  is  leading  off  the  younger  Trustees  into  the 
same  courses. 

While  unveiling  the  management  of  this  charity,  and  exposing 
the  motives  which  animate  it,  a  sense  of  duty  requires  me  to  go 
one  step  farther.  Mrs.  Bates,  the  venerable  President  of  the  Board 
of  Lady  Managers,  can  not  be  allowed  to  escape  her  share  of 
responsibility.  In  consideration  of  her  prolonged  services,  it  will 
be  expected  that  her  carryings  on  should  be  lightly  touched.  But 
having  fully  considered  the  circumstances,  I  am  bound  to  declare 
that  I  believe  that  she  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  whole  business.  She 
can  be  proved  to  be  more  mixed  up  with  the  affairs  of  the  asylum 
than  any  one  else.  If  it  were  a  crime  she  never  could  escape 
conviction.  There  is  ample  proof  of  her  having  given  herself  up 
to  an  almost  intemperate  indulgence  of  a  feeling  of  maternity,  both 
for  the  children  and  for  the  asylum.  The  asylum  is  the  home  of 
her  thoughts.  The  Managers  and  children  are  her  family.  Every 
child  cherished  in  it  has  passed  under  her  eyes.  She  sat  by  the 
cradle  of  the  institution  in  its  first  days.  For  nearly  half  a  century 
she  has  helped  to  develop  its  capacity  for  usefulness.  During  that 
time  Mrs.  Burnet,  Mrs.  Gilmore,  Mrs.  Peter,  Mrs.  Davies,  Mrs 
Cloon,  Mrs  Mitchell,  and  others  of  her  early  associates  in  the 
management  have  made  the  journey  from  which  no  traveler  returns. 

The  gates  of  the  New  Jerusalem  have  swung  open  for  them,  one 
after  another.  The  faithful  and  honored  life  of  Mrs.  Bates,  for 
this  institution,  is  the  golden  link  which  binds  its  past  to  its  present. 
Distant,  far  distant,  be  the  day  when  this  golden  link  shall  be 
broken. 

It  would  be  a  fitting  celebration  of  the  anniversary  to  call  the 
roll  of  men  and  women,  not  living  and  living,  who  have  endowed, 
upheld,  and  managed  it.  Among  the  men  have  been  many,  well 
anchored  in  purpose,  strong  in  the  good  opinion  of  the  city. 

The  Lady  Managers,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  they  who  also 
presided  over  well  ordered  households  of  their  own,  noble,  safe¬ 
going,  motherly — women  who  were  accustomed  to  enjoy,  and  knew 
how  to  enjoy,  in  grace  and  moderation,  the  homage  won  by  their 
accomplishments  and  virtues.  In  their  services  here  the  two 
extremes  of  society  meet.  The  prosperous,  the  well  known,  put 
themselves  out  to  service  with  the  unprosperous  and  unknown. 

Among  the  many  names  and  recollections  with  which  I  am 
tempted  I  "cannot  forbear  to  mention  how  much  we  miss  from  their 
accustomed  places  here  Mr.  John  D.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Jones.  Their 
thoughts  are  so  surely  here  that  only  heavy  infirmities  could  prevent 
their  personal  presence.  The  absence  of  two  faithful,  long-abiding 
friends,  and  such  friends,  leaves  a  void,  indeed  j  May  the  Great 
Father  deal  with  them  as  tenderly  as  they  have  dealt  with  these 
orphans.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

- o - - 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  twelve  ladies.  They 
shall  be  elected  agreeably  to  the  charter  by  the  Trustees  and  subscribers, 
every  three  years,  and  upon  being  informed  of  their  election,  shall  hold  a 
meeting,  and  elect  from  their  number  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer, 
Recording  Secretary  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  till  their  successors  are  appointed.  In  case  of  vacancy  occurring,  their 
places  shall  be  filled  by  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  Every  regular  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  reading  a  portion  of 
Scripture  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  The  business  meetings  are  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  commencing  precisely  at  ten  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Sec.  4.  No  Manager  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  meeting  in 
session  without  permission,  and  no  conversation  but  such  as  relates  to  the 
business  before  the  Board  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  5.  Every  motion  when  made  shall  be  stated  from  the  chair.  When 
moved  and  seconded,  the  President  or  presiding  officer  shall  invite  discussion, 
if  necessary,  after  which  she  shall  ask.  the  members  if  they  are  ready  for  the 
question,  which  being  assented  to,  the  vote  shall  be  taken.  No  other  busi. 
ness  shall  be  discussed  before  the  Board  till  that  which  has  been  laid  before 
them  be  decided  or  postponed. 

Sec.  6.  At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  the  decision  of  a  new 
question  may  be  referred  to  the  meeting  succeeding  that  on  which  the  ques¬ 
tion  was  proposed. 

Sec.  7.  The  decision  on  any  question  shall  not  be  delayed  longer  than 
the  succeeding  meeting,  except'by  a  majority  of  votes. 

Sec.  8.  No  former  resolution  shall  be  reconsidered  unless  called  for  by 
one  of  the  majority,  and  in  all  cases  shall  be  deferred  to  the  next  meeting, 
either  special  or  stated. 

Sec.  9.  When  the  votes  are  called  for,  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
decline  voting. 

Sec.  10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  names  of  the  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

Sec.  11.  The  President  or  presiding  officer  shall  give  a  deciding  vote 
when  the  Board  is  equally  divided. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  decline  acting  upon  a  committee,  unless  another 
member,  approved  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer,  shall  be  willing  to 
serve  in  her  stead.

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Sec.  13.  The  person  first  named  upon  a  committee  shall  preside  over  it, 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  make  a  report,  either 
written  or  verbal,  of  the  proceedings  to  the  Board. 

Sec.  14.  The  President  shall  call  extra  meetings  as  often  as  she  may  think 
proper,  but  shall  not  be  obliged  to  call  them  contrary  to  her  own  judgment, 
unless  three  members  of  the  Board  concur  in  requesting  it. 

Sec.  15.  The  business  of  each  stated  meeting — after  being  opened,  as  in 
Section  2 — shall  commence  with  the  Recording  Secretary  reading  the  minutes 
of  the  former  meeting,  which,  on  being  accepted,  the  business  lying  over  to 
this  meeting  shall  be  taken  up  in  order.  When  finished,  the  President  shall 
call  for  the  Binding  Committee’s  report,  and  applications  for  children  shall 
be  attended  to.  After  which  the  President  shall  ask  if  there  is  any  other 
business,  when  any  member  will  be  at  liberty  to"  state  if  they  have  any. 
Application  for  children  must  be  made  by  the  person  wanting  a  child,  or  by 
a  friend  of  the  same,  giving  a  reference  to  responsible  persons,  and  all  appli¬ 
cations  must  be  laid  over  one  month  for  investigation.  This  may,  however, 
be  deviated  from  in  case  where  the  Binding  Committee  are  satisfied  with  the 
applicant.

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  MANAGERS. 

PRESIDENT. 

Sec.  I.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  preserve 
order,  and  appoint  all  committees.  She  shall  be  ex-officio  on  all  committees. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  assigned  to  the  President ;  she  shall  be  ex-officio  on  all  com¬ 
mittees,  and  in  case  of  absence  of  both  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of 
the  Managers  shall  be  chosen  pro  tem. 

TREASURER. 

t  . 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  in,  either  by  sub¬ 
scription  or  otherwise,  receipting  therefor.  She  shall,  as  need  be,  by  order 
of  the  President  or  Secretary,  draw  on  the  Trustees  for  money  to  conduct 
the  Institution,  shall  pay  Matron’s  household  expenses,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out,  her  accounts  to  be  audited 
every  three  months.  She  shall  make  a  written  statement  of  the  money 
received  and  paid  out,  once  a  month,  to  the  Board,  at  the  regular  meetings, 
and  an  annual  report  in  full. 
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RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  account  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  in  a  book,  for  future  reference,  as  also  a 
record  of  all  children  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  and  of  those  that  are  placed 
out,  or  have  died.  She  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  called  by  the 

President.  v  . 

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  correspondence, 
keep  a  correct  account  of  all  such,  either  filed  or  copied  in  a  book  for  future 
reference,  and  shall  write  the  annual  report. 

COMMITTEE  OF  ADMISSION. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  of  Admission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 
They  shall  have  power  to  place  in  the  Asylum  any  child  they  may  think 
suitable,  the  child  so  admitted  being  first  examined  by  the  attending  phy¬ 
sician.  Neither  Matron  nor  Superintendent  can  place  or  admit  a  child  without 
an  order  from  this  committee.  But  in.  the  event  of  a  poor  friendless  child  being 
sent  by  the  Mayor  or  Police  Judge,  in.the  night,  the  Matron  or  Superintendent 
shall  receive  it,  and  report  the  same  to  .the  committee  for  investigation.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  investigate  all  applications,  and  give 
all  information  in  regard  to  .the  child  or  children,  whether  they  are  objects 
of  this  charily. 

BINDING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  7.  The  Binding  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President.  It 
is  expected  of  the  Binding  Committee  that  they  will  be  present  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board.  They  can  present  and  will  hear  all  applications,  which, 
after  being  acted  upon,  shall  be  referred  to  them,  in  accordance  with  Article 
1,  Sec.  15;  and  it  is  further  directed  that  no  child  shall  be  placed  out  until 
he  or  she  has  been  in  the  Asylum  one  year,  unless  adopted ,  and  no  girl  placed 
out  till  she  can  write  a  legible  hand  and  shall  have  received  instructions  in 
the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic  ;  and  no  girl  shall  be  bound  out  to  service 
till  she  has  attained  the  age  of  eleven  years — boys  arriving  at  that  age  can 
be  bound  out.  One  half  of  the  indenture  money  to  be  paid  to  the  Managers 
when  the  child  is  going  out — to  be  placed  at  interest  for  the  benefit  of  the 
child.  There  may  be  cases  in  which  some  children  can  not  take  this  amount 
of  education.  In  this  event  it  must  be  made  discretionary  with  the  Board. 
No  child  is  to  be  placed  with  any  person  who  keeps  a  hotel,  tavern,  or  coffee¬ 
house,  nor  with  any  one  who  does  not  regularly  attend  religious  worship.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Binding  Committee  to  select  as  far  as  possible  reli¬ 
gious  families.  No  child  can  go  out  on  trial,  but  should  the  child  so  placed 
out  become  dissatisfied,  or  the  parties  with  whom  the  child  is  placed  become 
so,  then,  in  that  event,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Binding  Committee  to 
investigate  the  case  and  act  according  to  their  judgment.  No  Manager 
shall  be  allowed  to  dispose  of  or  take  away  from  the  Asylum  a  child  without 
first  making  application  to  this  committee. 
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PURCHASING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  8.  The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  he  appointed  by  the  President. 
They  shall  make  all  purchases  in  as  judicious  a  manner  as  possible,  and  pay 
all  bills,  their  accounts  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  every  month.  They 
shall  draw  by  orders  of  the  President,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  on  the 
Treasurer,  for  money  to  liquidate  all  bills — their  books  to  be  audited  by  the 
Auditing  Committee  every  three  months. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING  AND  REPAIRS. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President.  Their  duty  shall  be  to  act  in  all  matters  in  connection  with 
the  Trustees,  consulting  them  on  all  important  matters;  all  bills  pertaining 
to  building  and  large  repairs  to  be  submitted  to  the  Trustees  before  payment. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  10.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 
Their  duty  shall  be  to  audit  all  books  and  bills  of  the  Treasurer,  Purchasing 
Committee  and  Matron  once  in  three  months. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SEWING. 

Sec.  II.  This  committee  are  expected  to  have  knowledge  of  all  material 
purchased  for  clothing  ;  for  its  being  properly  and  economically  cut  out  and 
well  made  ;  and  for  the  employment  of  a  seamstress. 

COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSEKEEPING. 

Sec.  12.  This  committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  housekeeping  is  carried  on  ;  of  the  supplies  brought  into  the 
house,  and  of  the  disposition  made  of  them.  The  weekly  Visiting  Committee 
will  report  any  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  servants  and  attendants,  or  any 
noticeable  defect  of  housekeeping  to  this  committee,  who  will  report  it  to 
the  Matron. 

COMMITTEE  ON  INFIRMARY  AND  NURSERY. 

Sec.  13.  This  committee  will  have  an  active  supervision  over  the  children 
in  the  nursery  and  infirmary.  They  shall  see  that  they  are  well  clothed,  well 
fed,  amused,  and  occupied  in  a  manner  suited  to  their  age.  The  cleanliness 
of  these  rooms  shall  be  particularly  locked  after,  and  suitable  attendance 
insisted  on  ;  and  the  sick  shall  be  provided  by  them  with  such  varieties  of 
food,  and  such  delicacies  and  care  as  their  condition  may  require.

VISITING  COMMITTEE.

Sec.  14  A  committee  whose  duty  it  will  be,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Binding  Committee,  to  inform  themselves  by  personal  visitation,  whether 
those  who  apply  for  children  are  suitable  persons  to  take  charge  of  them; 
and  also  to  keep  up  some  knowledge  of  the  children  after  they  are  placed 
out,  both  by  correspondence,  and,  when  practicable,  by  visiting  them. 
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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE.

1  Sec.  15.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  know  that  every  child, 
not  younger  than  six  years,  is  regularly  in  school,  when  not  sick ;  that  lessons 
which  should  be  learned  at  home  are  studied  under  proper  supervision  ;  to 
have  personal  cognizance,  by  frequent  visits  to  the  school,  of  the  standing 
and  progress  of  the  children,  and  to  supply  them  with  books  and  stationery.

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES  OF  MANAGERS. 

Sec.  I.  The  Managers  shall,  in  rotation,  take  equal  share  in  the  conduct¬ 
ing  of  the  house  in  the  following  manner  :  Two  shall  visit  each  week  the 
Asylum  together;  if  possible,  not  less  than  three  times  a  week,  or  oftener  if 
required  by  any  special  case,  varying  the  hours  of  visiting.  They  shall 
observe  the  appearance  of  the  children,  whether  they  are  neat,  clean  and 
orderly,  and  that  the  concerns  of  the  house  are  properly  looked  after.  They 
shall  consult  the  Matron  or  Superintendent,  and  co-work  with  them  in  all 
the  arrangements  of  the  house — be  present  at  some  one  meal  during  the 
week.  They  shall  act  upon  their  own  judgment  in  cases  requiring  immediate 
attention,  but  any  permanent  change  or  alteration  must  be  made  by  a  vote  of 
the  Board.  They  shall  report  their  observations  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managers  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
children,  to  encourage  an  affectionate  confidence,  instill  in  their  minds  moral 
and  religious  principles ;  so,  by  these  means  to  attain  an  intimate  knowledge 
.  of  the  children’s  habits  and  dispositions,  and  to  cause  the  children  to  feel 
they  have  friends  who  are  interested  in  their  welfare.  There  shall  be  a 
Committee  of  Admission,  a  Binding  Committee,  a  Purchasing  Committee,  an 
Auditing  Committee,  and  a  Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs. 

MATRON’S  OR  SUPERINTENDENT’S  DUTIES. 

•  « 

Sec.  2.  It  is  expected  of  the  Matron  or  Superintendent,  and  Assistant 

Matron,  that  they  will  co-operate  with  the  Managers,  as  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution  requires  mutual  confidence  and  support.  They  will  exercise  a 
general  care  over  the  establishment ;  they  shall  be  responsible  for  an  ob¬ 
servance  of  neatness  and  cleanliness  in  the  cellars,  areas  and  outhouses  on 
the  premises.  They  shall  be  the  last  to  retire  to  bed,  previous  to  which  they 
shall  take  a  survey  of  the  house,  see  that  all  fires  and  lights  are  extinguished, 
doors  and  windows  properly  secured.  No  child  shall  carry  a  light  through 

0 

the  house  except  by  permission  of  the  Matron  or  Superintendent. 

The  Matron  or  Superintendent  is  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  institution,  to  see  that  all  employed  fulfill  their  duties,  to  report  deficien¬ 
cies  when  they  occur,  and  as  far  as  possible  remedy  or  remove  them. 
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The  Matron  or  Superintendent  is  to  engage  domestics  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Managers,  and  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  order,  cleanliness,  and 
economy  in  the  house,  as  well  as  in  the  persons  and  clothing  of  the  children. 
See  that  no  garment  is  placed  on  the  shelves,  or  worn  a  second  time,  which 
needs  repairing.  They  shall  keep  all  articles  under  lock  and  key,  and  give 
out  the  proper  quantities  to  be  used.  They  shall  see  that  the  children  and 
family  have  their  meals  at  proper  times,  well  cooked  and  decently  served. 
The  lantern  in  the  hall  to  be  lighted  at  dark  and  burn  all  night. 

They  shall  enter  the  name  of  every  child,  their  age,  at  the  time  of  admis¬ 
sion  ;  keep  register  of  all  bound  out  and  adopted,  the  trade,  place  and  person 
to  whom  given ;  also,  of  deaths. 

They  shall  hand  to  the  Secretary  at  the  monthly  meetings  a  record  of  the 
same.  They  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  money  received  and  paid 
out,  and  hand  their  book  to  be  examined  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

By  order  of  the  President,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  they  shall  draw  money 
to  meet  their  expenses. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SICK  NURSE. 

Sec.  3  Rule  1.  The  nurse  for  taking  care  of  the  sick  shall  occupy  the 
rooms  appropriated  for  the  sick;  shall  have  charge  of  the  medicine,  faith¬ 
fully  attend  the  children  who  may  be  sent  to  her,  and  administer  the  medi¬ 
cine  prescribed  by  the  physician. 

Rule  2.  No  medicine  to  be  given  to  children,  except  by  direction  of  the 


physician. 
Rule  3.

Children  with  infectious  diseases  to  be  kept  apart  from  others. 
Children  when  convalescent  to  be  removed  to  another  room. 

The  nurse  will  be  expected  to  assist  in  sewing  when  not  engaged 
in  attending  the  sick. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  WET  NURSES, 

Sec.  4.  Faithfully  to  attend  the  infants,  and  to  be  under  the  special  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Matron  or  Superintendent.  They  must  devote  their  whole  time 
to  that  object;  and  it  is  expected  of  them  that  they  attend  to  all  the  duties 
of  a  nurse. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  NURSE  IN  THE  ROOM. 

Sec.  5*  The  nurse  in  the  room  in  which  are  placed  children  from  eighteen 
months  to  five  years,  will  be  expected  to  look  well  after  the  little  ones  com¬ 
mitted  to  her  trust.  In  both  of  these  departments  order  and  cleanliness  will 
be  expected  ;  frequent  bathing  and  washing  of  the  children  will  be  required. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SEWING  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  expected  that  the  Assistant  Matron  will  take  charge  of  the 
sewing  machine.  She  shall  have  an  assistant,  who  will  have  a  general  su¬ 
pervision  over  the  larger  girls,  instruct  them  in  sewing,  and  devote  two  hours 
on  Saturday  to  that  object  and  mending  their  clothing. 

RELATING  TO  FRIENDS  AND  RELATIVES  OF  CHILDREN. 

Sec.  7.  They  will  be  permitted  to  visit  the  children  on  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  of  each  month,  and  at  no  other  time  except  by  special  permission  of  the 


Managers.  No  visitor  to  be  admitted  on  the  Sabbath.  The  visitors  are  re¬ 
quested  not  to  detain  the  children  over  one  hour,  and  not  give  them  confec¬ 
tionary  or  other  food  so  as  to  injure  their  health;  if  they  bring  more  than 
sufficient,  they  can  give  it  in  charge  of  the  Matron,  to  distribute  as  she  thinks 
proper.  Money  must  not  be  given  to  the  children,  but  may  be  handed  to 
the  Matron  for  their  use. 

To  carry  out  the  foregoing  rules,  it  is  expected  that  one  of  the  Managers, 
whose  week  it  is  to  visit,  will  be  present  during  the  day.  No  child  will  be 
permitted  to  leave  the  Asylum  to  visit  their  frends,  except  on  very  particular 
occasions,  and  by  consent  of  the  Managers.  When  any  of  the  children  are 
seriously  ill,  and  have  relations  known  to  the  Managers,  they  will  receive 
information  and  may  visit  their  sick  and  dying  beds. 

The  Matron  or  Superintendent  can  not  receive  money  for  board.  Parents 
or  friends  desirous  to  contribute  of  their  means  can  make  donations  to  the 
Asylum,  and  it  is  expected  they  will  as  far  as  they  are  able. 

Friends  or  parents  who  wish  to  place  their  children  in  the  Institution,  but 
who  do  not  wish  to  give  them  up,  can  do  so,  if  the  Committee  of  Admission 
think  them  objects  of  this  charity,  but  must  not  expect  that  they  can  remain 
here  over  six  months,  unless  by  special  order  of  the  Board.  If  they  neglect 
to  attend  to  the  foregoing  rules,  the  Managers  will  be  at  liberty  to  dispose  of 
them  as  of  others.  This  rule  is  not  designed  to  bear  too  heavily  upon  poor 
afflicted  mothers  or  fathers  who  are  willing  but  tumble  to  provide  immediate 
homes  for  their  children.  The  Board  of  Managers  will  use  all  lenity  in  their 
power  in  these  cases,  but  must  also  guard  against  imposition. 

The  Sabbath-school  will  be  open  at  9  o’clock  A.  M. ;  all  the  children  are 
expected  to  be  present.  At  3  o’clock  P.  M.  all  will  assemble  in  the  chapel  to 
hear  an  address  from  any  clergyman  or  layman  whom  the  Managers  may 
invite.  A  short  address  is  expected,  and  all  friends  of  the  Institution  are 
invited  to  be  present.
